I cannot go over there, but they can 
come here, and we bid them welcome 
with open beans. Here we are on the 
border line between the United States 
and another great republic, and on this 
side of the line we have 35 American 
soldiers, and on that side of the line 
there are less than 150 Mexican soldiers. 
So that we are dwelling in peace and 
amity, causing peace on earth and s°od 
will to men. 


"We want to settle our differences. 


if we have any with any of the powers 
of the world, by arbitration. 
We want 


to exhaust every peaceable means for 
settlement before we go to war, and, 
while we have authority to raise 100,- 
000 troops, the necessity does not exist 
for that number, and we do not propose 
to raise but 75,000. So don't be alarmed 
about militarism and imperialism. We 
know no imperialism in the 
United 


States, excent the imperialism of a sov- 
ereign people." 


Members of the cabinet also spoke. 


At the conclusion of the address the 
party, including the Mexican officials, 
went for a drive. 
The president ex- 


pressed a desire to take a look over into 
Mexico, and was driven down to the 
international bridge. 
There, at the 


office of the American customs officer, 
he alighted and chatted for some time 
with those around him. 
On the way 


back to the city the party stopped and 
cheered the Mexican consulate. 


Shortly after leaving El Paso, the 


train crossed the line into New Mexico 
and ran through the grazing section of 
the territory. 
The first stop in the ter- 


ritory was made at Deming, where the 
president was welcomed by Governor 
Otc-ro and his staff. 
The address of 


welcome at Peniing was largely de- 
voted to New Mexico's claim for state- 
hood.

The Fliat to Be Launched »t 


bethport In May. 


Fourteen Holland submarine torpedo 


boats are now being constructed or 
are tinder contract, eight in the United 
States and six in England. 
Siz of 


these are to be turned out by Lewis 
Nixon at Elizabethport, five of them 
for the government and one for the 
Holland Submarine Torpedo Boat com- 
pany. This will be finished first and 
made the subject of experiment for 
guidance in equipping the others. The 
company's 
boat will 
probably be 


launched before the close of May. Aa 
yet no name has been selected for it, 
but it will probably be called either 
the Fulton or the Bushnell. 


The boats now being built at Eliza- 


bethport will be uniform in size, their 
dimensions being as follows: Length, 
63 feet 4 inches; width amidships, 11 
feet 9 inches; height to top of super- 
structure deck, 12 feet 1 inch. Sub- 
merged they will displace 120 tons of 
•alt water, but while running light, 
nominally on the surface, their dis- 
placement is to be 104 tons each. These 
boats are to be propelled by 160 horse- 
power gasoline engines, oicept when 
fully submerged, when they will rely 
on storage batteries and electric mo- 
tors. Under these conditions they are 
expected to have a- radius of action of 
60 miles. The promised speed is nine 
knots on the surface and seven when 
submerged.

•liort Whitehead torpedoes. These, to- 
gether with the launching tube, will 
constitute their only armament

boat, however, is to replace the Plun- 
ger, whose construction at Baltimore 
has been abandoned for various rea- 
sons.

housekeeper. 
The conditions are al- 


most incredible. We have arrived at a 
point where we pay to poor help the 
same wagos as to good heip, where a 
servant working for two or three per- 
sons is paid as much as one who Is 
employed by a family of six, eight or 
more members. What is stlU worse, 
servants often change their places 
without the slightest provocation. 


"In no other business do we find such

Tided for herself and children in a lav- 
ish manner and that, too, without a 
cent of income from any source, says 
the New York Times. 


This woman, who has shifted from 


one fashionable section to another in 
Philadelphia usder different aliases 
and has squandered many thousands 
of dollars of money ^for the storekeep- 
ers who are now out in great squads 
trying to get some returns for their 
bills, has outwitted them all and has 
covered her tracks so successfully that 
not a trace of her is left. 


Scores of costly plants piled tn two 


rooms in the magnificent house are the 
only valuable mementos left in Phil- 
adelphia to recall the presence of the 
MacCarton family, whose history for 
the last two years is almost incredible.

For days at a time these people actu- 


Then their wits would 
provide a banquet costing oftentimes 
$100, and upon the dainties thus se- 
cured on promises they would feast for 
a week. The children always had a 
carriage at their disposal.

fell over one another in order to keep 
the rooms of the family supplied with 
the choicest blosaoms. Valuable paint- 
Ings were sent from the leading art 
stores to deck the walls, and a better 
dressed family could not be found in 
all the city. , 


It now leaks out that this peculiar 


family has lived in many parts of the 
city, but there IB a long interval Ia 
their existence onout which nothing 
seems to be known. At times, how- 
ever, their life was one of acute mis- 
ery. 
They were watched night and 


day by tradespeople of the humbler 
sort, the boy was stopped in the street 
and forced to give up his overcoat, 
the little girls have sold bouquets, 
got op credit, but their pride baa 
been uudlminisfaed, and the children 
always told customers that they were 
Belling the flowers to help some char- 
ity. Now nil six have vanished. 


A little more than a year ago an im- 


posing mansion at 3041 North Broad 
street was rented by tho mother, who 
gave her name as Mrs. J. "W. McBride. 
She convinced the ag««t that they 
had just come from New Orleans, and 
he waived the question of prepayment, 
especially aa Mrs. McBride agreed to 
Eign a lease for two years. Within a 
few days the delivery wagons of all 
the big department stores began stop- 
ping In troqt of the house. At the end 
of the week the residence of the Mc- 
Brides was one of the best furnished 
in the neighborhood. 


When she was crowded too much by 


her creditors she suddenly disappear- 
ed and next established herself in Rit- 
tenhouse square. 
Here they were 


known as tyrs. Clarke and her chil- 
dren, the mother stating that they had 
just returned from Paris and that their 
trunks were detained at the New York 
custom house. Then the most fash- 
ionable dressmakers, 
milliners,

Vivid Recital of the Agonising Hard-

of the famous affair with which his 
name is forever linked, was published 
tho othsr day in England and Amer- 
ica simultaneously with the appear- 
ance of the original iu France.

The tragedy 


which It commemorates is familiar to 
everybody. 


Captain Dreyfus describes from first 


to last the inner workings of the great 
events with which he was associated. 
Every incident is set forth in detail. 
He pleads his own cause with a pathos 
and a candor that bear the impress of 
truth. 


The story of the degradation, how- 


ever, acquires ;i new and vivid inter- 
est when told by tha sufferer him- 
self. 
This took place on Saturday, 


Jan. 5, 1805. Dreyfus was marched to 
the center of the square under a guard 
of four men and a corporal. Let him 
novr take up the thread of the narra- 
tive. 


"Nina o'clock struck. General Dur- 


ras, comnlfuxling the parade, gave the 
order to carry arms. I suffered agon- 
izingly, but held myself erect with all 
tuy strength. To sustain me I called 
up the memory of my wife aod chil- 
dren. As soon as the sentence had 
been read otit I cried aloud, address- 
ing myself to the troops: 'Soldiers, they, 
are degrading an innocent man. 
Sol- 


diers, they are dishonoring an inno- 
cent man. Vive la France, vlve 1'ar- 
mee!' 


"A sergeant of ths Republican guard 


came up to mo. He tore off rapidly 
ibuttoBS, trousers stripe?, the signs of 
.my rank from cap and slcuves and then 
broke iny sword across his knee. 
I 


satr all these material emblems of my 
honor fall at my feet. Then, my whole 
being racked by a fearful paroxysm, 
but vrith body erect and head high, 1 
'ehouted again and again to the sol- 
diers and to the assembled crowd the 
cry of my soul: 
1 " 'I ain innocentr 


; "The parade continued. I was com- 
'peUed to make the whole round of the 
square. I heard the .bowls of a delud- 
ed mob, I felt the thrill which I knew 
must be running through those people, 
since they believed that before them 
was a convicted traitor to France, and 
1 struggled to transmit to their hearts 
another thrill—belief in my innocence. 


"The round of the square made, the 


torture would be over, I believed. But 
the agony of that longr day was only 
'beginning. They tied my hands, and a 
prison van took me to the Depot (Cen- 
tral prison of Paris), passing over the 
'Alma bridge. On coming to the end of 
,the bridge I saw through the tiny grat- 
•ing of my compartment in the van the 
'•windows of the home where such hap- 
py years of my life had been spent, 
\vbere I was leaving nil my happiness 
.behind me. My grief bowed me down. 
!'At the Central prison, in my torn and 
•stripped uniform, I was dragged from 
'hall to hall, searched, photographed 
and measured. At last toward noon, 
I was taken to the Sante prison and 
shut up In a convict's cell." 
' Captain Dreyfus was first confined In 
,the prison at the He de Re. Here he 


I was allowed to write to and occasion- 
ally receive visits from his wife. On 
Feb. 21 he saw that devoted woman 
'for the last time until his restoration. 
That was the day set for his transpor- 
;tation to Devil's Island. 


"She asked that they tie her hands 


behind her back and let her approach 
end kiss me. The director gave a 
rough refusal. 
After the Interview, 


.which was from 2 to 3 o'clock, I was 
suddenly told that I most get ready 
for my departure, without either of us 
having been previously Informed. The 
preparation* consisted in making a 
feundie of my clothes." 


As soon as he reached the Salnt- 


JJazalre they placed him in one of 
several convicts' cells en the forward 
deck, which was closed by a simple 
grating. The part of the deck in front 
of these cells was uncovered. 
The 


night was dark and the cold fearftil. 
nearly 14 degrees 0. below zero (about 
7 degrees F.). Only a hammock was 
thrown to him, and he was left with- 
out food. 


"The memory of my wife, vrhom I 


had left a fe'W hours before in com- 
plete ignorance of my departure," he 
•writes, "whom I bad not even been 
able to embrace, the memory of my 
children and all those dear friends 
.whom I left behind me la sorrow and 
'despair, my uncertainty as to the plaof 
.whither they were taking me, the sit 
.nation in which I found myself—al! 
threw me into a state that cannot In 
described. I could only fling mysel! 
upon the ground in a corner of toy cell 
and weep and shiver throughout the 
eight." 
, Tho noxt day 
the 
Saint-Nazaire 


weighed anchor. On his arrival at the 
lie du DIable the following measures 
were taken for his disposal nnd were 
hi force until 180C: The hut destined 
for bis use was built of stone and cov- 
erad about 1" square yards. The win- 
dows were grated. The door was of 
latticework, witli simple iron bars. 
Tviir 'i~~- '•>•> -^ •< ntii/% hnllwnv ni" 
Jteet siuare, toe entranciTto'whTch ^was 
closed by a solid wooden door. In thla 
antechamber a guard was always OH 
duty. These guards were relieved ev- 
ery two hours. They were not to lose 
sight of th*ir prisoner day or night 
At Bight the outer door wav closed, In- 
side and out, so tiiat every two hours, 
at goard r«U«r, there was an Infernal 
clatter <tf k«yw and ironwork. 


"Br «ay f'bsd the right to go about 


in that part at the island," writes Cap- 
tain r>r*»ft}fc "comprised between the 


£i£«e and the little valley 


treeless t-puce of Joss than half an aero. 
I was absolutely forbidden to leave 
these limits. 
The moment I started 


out I was accompanied by the guard, 
who was rtbt to lose sight of a single 
one of my laovements. The guard was 
nrcoefl with a revolver, and later on a 
riflo and cartridge belt were added. I 
was expressly forbidden to spoak to 
any oue whomsoever. At the begin- 
ning my rations were those of a soldier 
in the colonies, but without wine. I 
had to do my own cooking and, in fact, 
to do everything myself." 


From tlie month of April, 1895, until 


the autumn of 189G he kept a diary In- 
tended for Mme. Dreyfus. This diary 
was seized with all his papers in 1S90 
and was never turne<& over to his wife. 
He was only able to obtain possession 
of it at the time of the liennes trial, in 
18i)0. This book reproduces it in full. 
It is a pitiful and painful record of mo- 
notonous goffering;. Here Is one of the 
curlier entries under date of April 14- 
15, 1395: 


''It is Impossible for me to sleep. This 


cage before which the guard walks up 
and down like a phantom appearing In 
my dreams, the plague of insects which 
run over my Rkln, the rcge which is 
Binotherecl in nay heart that I should bo 
hero -when I have always and evcrj- 
v.'here done isy duty—all this •bveres- 
cltes my nerves, which are already 
shattered, and drives away sleep. When 
shall I again jjass a calm and tranquil 
nlsht? Perhaps not until I find in the 
tomb the sleep that IB everlasting. 


"How sweet it will be to Lave no fur- 


ther concern with human vileness and 
cowardice! The sea which I hear mur- 
muring beneath my little window has 
always for me a strange fascination. 
It soothes my thoughts, bitter and som- 
ber though they be. It recalls dear 
memories — the happy days I hive 
passed with my wife and darling chil- 
dren." 


Soon he complains of tbf terrific heat 


which takes away all strength and en- 
ergy. On April 27 he records that the 
heat has fercid him to change his man- 
ner of life.

"I rise at daybreak (half past 5) and 


. light my fire and make coSee or tea. 


Then I put the dried vegetables on the 


' fire and afterward make my bed, clean 


, up my chamber and perform a sum- 
, mary toilet. At S o'clock they brics 
! me the day's rations.' I finish cooking 


J the dried vegetables and on meat days 


I place these rations on the fire. Thus 


all my cooking is ovsr by 10 o'clock, 
for I eat in the evening what is left 


. over from ttie morning. 
\ 
"At 10 o'clock I lunch. Nest I read, 


I work, dream and, most of all, suffer 
! until 3 o'clock. 
Then I make a thor- 


I ough toilet. As soon as the heat has 


, diminished, toward 5 o'clock, I cut my 


I wood, draw water from the well, wash 


j my linen, and so on. At 6 o'clock I 


eat the cold remains of my luncheon. 
Then I am locked up. The night is my 
longest time." 


He complains of fever, stomach trou- 


ble, disgust for everything. Worn out 
with fatigue and misery, he finds it dif- 
ficult to sleep. 
"Oh, the 
horrible 


nights!" he cries. His food is almost 
uneatable. 
Yet his worst misery is 


that hs receives no letters from home. 
At last, on May 2, the mailboat is sight- 
ed. 


"My heart beats as though it would 


burst. Does the boat bring my wife's 
letters, -which have been at Cayenne 
more than a month ? Shall I read her 
dear thoughts and be comforted by her 
words of affection? 
My joy was 


boundless on findinjr^there were let- 
ters for me at last, but this was soon 
followed by a cruel disappointment 
when I saw they were letters address- 
ed to the lie du Re and dated previous 
to my departure from France. 


"Are they, then, suppressing the let- 


ters addressed to me here, or do they 
perhaps send them back to France, 
so that they may be read there first? 
Could they not at least notify my fam- 
ily that they must send their letters to 
me through the ministry? In spite of 
all, I have so&bed long over these let- 
ters, dated more than 2% months ago. 
Could any one possibly imagine such a 
tragedy?" 


June 12 is a red fetter day in his 


diary. Then for the first time be re- 
ceives letters from his wife and fam- 
ily dated after his transportation. But 
the joy is dashed with &orrow. 


"How I can feel between every line 


the grief and frightful agony of all 
those dear ones! The letters arrived 
here at the end of March and must cer- 
tainly have been sent back to France". 
So it takes more than three months for 
mail to reach me! I reproach myself 
for having written distressing letters 
to my wife when I first arrived here. 
I should have known how to bear my 
cross alone rather than to Inflict a 
ihare of my sufferings upon those who 
-nave a cruel burden of their o\vn." 


He found out subsequently that the 


letters had in fact been sent back to 
France to be read by the colonial min- 
istry, aa well as by tho ministry of 
war. 


The rainy season sets in. Frightful 


tempests sweep across the island. On 
June 19 he notes: "Dry heat —the 
rainy season is near its end. 1 am all 
covered with pimples from the bites of 
mosquitoes and all sorts of insects. 
But that is nothing! What are physic- 
al sufferings AS compared to the horri- 
ble tortures of the soul? Merely infin- 
itesimal. 
It Is tbo anguish of brain 


and soul that cries aloud. When will 
they discover the guilty one? When

THE UNION PROTEST 


The matter between the city arid the 


Central Labor union regardir.gr a con- 
tract being let to an "unfair" firm i? 
one that has attracted considerable at 
tention. The labor union has, in self- 
defense, entered a dignified protest 
and Mayor Wilkinson has made a 
dignified reply. 
While admitting the 


justice of the argument 'of union labor 
for its self- ^reservation, we are in- 
clined to accept the reply made by 
the mayor. The point in this matter 
that must not be lost sight of is that 
the city as an employer differs largely 
from a. private person as ari employer, 
in some respects. 
A private person 


may choose to endorse any plan of 
contract or employment since the loss 
or gain rests upon himself -wholly. The 
city may not rightfully do this in the 
absence c-f express law since the con- 
duct of its officials results in gain! or. 
Joss for all. This is the 
point in 


Mayor Wilkinson's argument that it 
is difficult to set aside. 


However, the city should be at the 


front in setting an example in the mal- 
ter of right conditions of employment. 
To that end the Transcript has often 
advocated the removal of the contract 
clause in the charter. This clause was 
inserted on the apparent demand of the 
very men who now find it binding. It 
is the result of a senseless cry raised 
by unscrupulous newspapers and poli- 
ticians and the pity of it is that the 
workingmen of this 
city 
were 
in- 


fluenced to Join in this cry. The work- 
taemen now clearly see that this clause

The defense have been/ 
saying little or nothing of late, and 
while it is admitted that they have 
detectives at work under the Stewart 
reward, what information they get is 
now rigidly kept. fix-District Attor- 
ney Hibbard, as counsel-in-chief, has 
given his clients to undeTstamV,that 
the least said in the case is best said, 
anld he is working1 the different scraps 
of evidence as they are brought to his 
attention. It must be stated that the 
officers are a trifle anxi'ous, and this is 
but natural, for the trial of Fosburg 
is in a measure a test of the prowess 
of the police of the state detective 
force. The sentiment for and against 
is yet strong, and 
Chief Nicholson, 


who has not taken the public into his 
c'onifidence at all, will get more or less 
criticism if the jury acquits young 
Fosburg. It is said he feels this, and 
says also that if he stands or falls he 
will not divulge his evidence, nor his 
suspicions. It is his first murder case, 
his first really circumstantial evidence 
case, and his reticence is pardonable. 
The defense say that they are handi- 
capped in rt>t kn'owinlg what they are 
to meet, and so have the bits of clews 
all in hand ready to meet any emer- 
gency.
